Diplomatic sources who report- 


ed this today said th° number is 
five times the 30 experts Nasser 
originally estimated would be nec- 
essary to help get into operating 
condition the guns, tanks, j e t 
planes and other arms. 


The increase is a source of con- 


corn to U. S. officials anxious to 
hold the growth of Soviet influ- 
ence in the Middle East to a min- 
imum. 


Egypt made a deal with Red 


Czechoslovakia last fall for 80 mil- 
lion dollars 
worth 
of military 


equipment, much of it now deliver- 
ed. This increased' tension in the 
Middle East because of :ts im- 
pact on the military balance be- 
tween Israel and the Arab states. 


American officials told 
Nasser 


at the time the Soviets could be 
expected to try to infiltrate Egypt 
with spies and political agitators 
in the guise of technicians. 


The understanding here is that 


Nasser thus far has managed to 
avoid any political activity by the 
Red technicians.

The storm headed 
into New York and the New Eng 
land region. 


Snow 
measured up to 10 in 


chcs in some areas hit by the mid' 
January 
storm yesterday. 
The 


storm center, weakening as 
it 


moved from the 
Gulf 
northeast- 


ward along the western slopes of 
the Applachians, dumped 
snow 


over most of the Ohio Valley and 
tho Mid-Atlantic states. There was 
rain, sleet or freezing rani in the 
Carolines and Virginia. 


Traffic was disrupted in many 


cities and driving conditions were 
hazardous on the snow-slickened 
highways. 


But to farmers in areas 
where 


there has been little precipitation 
this winter the snow was 
hailed 


as welcome relief 
to dry 
farm 


lands. In Texas a state official de- 
scribe the snow as worth "mil- 
lions and millions" to farmers suf- 
fering from winter drouth, 
. In St. Louis, where there

not been measurable precipitation 
in 47 days, .the longest, drouth 
in the area's history, snow meas- 
ured more than 2 inchas. F o u r

ment reported today that 
living 


costs fell three-tenths of one per 
cent from November to December, 
the first decline since August. 


Prices for 
food, transportation 


and housing dropped, while med- 
ical and personal care costs edged 
upward. 


The December index of the Bu- 


reau of Labor Statistics was 114.7 
per cent of the figure for the 1947- 
49 base period. This is a fraction 
higher than in December, 1954. 


The bureau reported that aver- 


age gross weekly earnings, spend- 
able pay and 
wage purchasing 


value of factory 
workes all rose 


to a new record level in December. 


Spendable earnings, or gross pay 


less tax deductions, rose to an av- 
erage $65.79 for the single worker 
and to $73.15 for the worker with 
three dependents.

weakness, . sometimes 


temporary paralysis of the eyes or 
limbs, slurred speech, unconscious- 
ness or other troubles.
